“Morrow always blamed himself for mar- 
rying u woman so much younger than him- 
self. She was only 82; and while she gave 
Morrow’ „ age as 51, he was at least 56. He 
dyed his bair and musteche, wore faise teeth

Morrow was murdered. He never shot 
himself, asserted Dr. Springer.

has learned in the hard school of experience

In the second act and thereafter 
as Jeannine, she is cut high and low as. to 
costume, a naughty ballet girl who sings 
risque songs at thé Marigny and who dances 
best, to quote one of the characters, when 
she dances on @ man's héert. Jeannine is 
bad, as her mother was bad before her, and 
she has been led into the Parisian night life 
by the Sinister Paecal, who found her in a 
vineyard and put her up at his bungalow at 
Auteull—ea bungalow bordered with dering 
friezes about Leda and the Swan. It is ru- 
mored in the Bal Taberin, where the second 
dct begins, that Jeannine and Pascal have 
quarreled. So everybody is riant, as the 
author, Mr. Hughé®, would say, with a 
throaty n' and there are lights and laugh- 
ter and white arms and twinkling feet and 
champagne and Rides in the Bal Tabarin, a 
place where it is said no Frenchman has ever 
entered. This hippy and ankular episode in 
“Two Women” last evening at the Garrick 
was something in the New Year's eve mood, 
and there was, consequently, much enthu- 
siasm over the spectacle, which was rich as 
well as racy, and an improvement over the 
original.

It may have been asked ere this why Mrs. 
Carter was thus doubling. In a word or two 
Jeannine, the cocotte, or perhaps she was a 
grisette, resembled the serious artist's dear 
chaste wife, and he had returned rich from 
America to beseech her to pose for an unfin- 
ished picture for which bis wife had been the 
model. He was handsome. well-speken, and 
he moved about in faultless evening attire 
with long, graceful strides and gestures, so 
she “consented” as the prima donnas do 
when they give Wednesday matinées, to pose 
for him m a simple, white gown, more sim- 
ple t white. Ot course, he fell in love with 
her and she with him, and there were doubts 
and duels and embraces and recriminations 
and confessions and nruch other emotional 
what-not.
